Pays Tribute to Lawrence Hero 

Everybody in’ Lawrence and the 
Merrimack Valley will be interested in 
the histone phrase uttered by Captain 
Francis M. Leahy of Lawrence while 
dying on the field of battle in France. 

Captain Leahy’s last) words — re- 
sembled in patriotic fervor the famous 
lines of history. “Don’t give up the 
ship,” uttered by John Paul Jones, and 
the famous command given by Joseph 
Warren at Bunker Till, ‘Don't shoot 
until you see the whites of their eyes.” 

Captain Leahy was killed by the 
same shell in Prugny, Wood that killed 
Lieut. Lawrence J. Flaherty of Revere, 
brother of Maffit' Flaherty, the Revere 
Life Guard. 

Bert Ford in his “Fighting Yankees 
Overseas” tells about Captain Leahy’s 
heroic death and the splendid spirit 
shown by him in his dying moments. 
When Major (then Lieutenant) Arthur 
I. Hanson of Waltham, sprang to com- 
mand and asked Captain Leahy if there 
were any special orders, Leahy replied: 

“Take them forward, Arthur. The 
command is forward. Don't) bother 
about me.” 

Ford savs in his book that “The spirit 
of self-effacement exhibited by Captain 
Leahy was that of a true patriot. He 
was careful, fearless and loved by his 
men.’ Captain Leahy’s heroism was 
typical of that shown by New England's 
men in the world war.
